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Egypt Agrees To Talks 


( AIKO (AP) — Egypt’s rapid ac­ 
ceptance of Washington’s invitation to 
send a high-ranking official is seen in 
(’airn as the first major breakthrough 
in Egyptian-American relations in 
nearly two years. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers, who visited Cairo 21 months 
ago, extended the 
invitation 
last 
Thursday at 
a 
Washington 
news 
conference. 
Cairo announced Sunday 
that 
lYesident Anwar Sadat’s adviser on 
national security affairs, Hafez Ismail, 
would go to Washington after top-level 
meetings in london this week. He 
arrived in london Sunday. 
King Hussein of Jordan has just 
visited Washington. Israeli Premier 
Golda Meir is due there early in 
March. And the Nixon administration 


is in the midst of a high-level review of 
its position in the Middle East, with the 
realization that the United States and 
Europe face increasing reliance on 
Arab oil. 
Stressing the peaceful intent of its 
current efforts, the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry has told its embassies in 
Europe to spread the word that Egypt 
is interested in implementing the U.N. 
resolution of Nov. 22, 1967, and several 
since calling on Israel to withdraw 
from lands occupied in the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war. 
Before leaving, Ismail told the of­ 
ficial Middle East News Agency: “I 
am carrying with me Egypt’s firm ‘no’ 
to any aggression, violations or oc­ 
cupation of any Arab land and to 
w hatever touches Egyptian sov­ 
ereignty.” 


In tin* past, Egypt repeatedly has 
rejected peace talks with Israel while 
she occupies Egyptian territory, 
saying this was tantam ount to 
surrender. 
Egypt 
also 
has 
opposed 
Washington’s proposals for an interim 
settlement based on the reopening of 
the Suez Canal, fearing this would 
leave Israeli troops only a few miles 
from the canal. 
Rogers, in his statement Thursday, 
stressed that such a move would be 
only ‘‘an interim step leading to a final 
.settlement.” 
Sadat originally proposed the canal 
reopening two years ago as part of a 
phased 
withdrawal of 
Israeli oc­ 
cupation forces. 
Egypt and the United States have 
had no formal relations since the 1967 


war Roger’s visit to Cairo in 1971 was 
the last known high-level contact be­ 
tween the two governments. Egyptian 
foreign ministers have visited U.N. 
headquarters in New York since then, 
but none are believed to have talked 
with Rogers or other officials of that 
level. 
Each 
country 
m aintained 
a 
diplomatic mission in the other’s 
capital under a foreign flag—India for 
the Egyptians and Spain for the 
Americans. 
To assure a clear reading on what is 
happening in Washington during the 
coming weeks, Sadat has named as his 
personal press officer Ashraf Ghorbal, 
who returned to Cairo last summer 
after

Peace Machinery Put Into Action 


SAIGON (AP) — Two ceasefire 
peacekeeping commissions took new 
actions today to reduce the fighting in 
Vietnam and facilitate the release of 
prisoners. 
As the Saigon command reported 
another 
194 Communist cease-fire 
violations in the past 24 hours, the four- 
party Joint M ilitary Commission 
decided to send a team of investigators 
to the northern coast to check on 
reports of heavy fighting. This is the 
first field investigation ordered by the 
joint commission, which is made up of 
the United States, the Viet Cong and 
North and South Vietnam. 
The investigation will center on the 
fishing village of Sa Huynh, about 90 
miles below Da Nang. The Saigon 
command claims that the 
North 
Vietnamese attacked the village three 


hours after the cease-fire began Jan. 
28, and there have been reports of 
steady fighting ever since. Saigon 
claims about 
400 militiamen 
are 
missing. 
U. 
S. 
sources 
reported 
that 
American maintenance teams were 
flown today to 
the 
Communist 
headquarters at I/ic Ninh, 75 miles 
north of Saigon, to repair the airstrip 
and ‘‘facilitate the release of prison­ 
ers.” U. S. planes ferrying Vietnamese 
prisoners to and from the exchange 
point have beem having tire trouble 
because of shrapnel imbedded in the 
runway from fighting earlier.

Commission of Control and Su­ 
pervision met today with an agenda of 
critical problems facing it. They in­ 
cluded: 


—A request by the U.S. delegation 
for an investigation into the shooting 
down of an American helicopter on a 
peacekeeping mission last Friday near 
An I/)c, 60 miles north of Saigon. The 
U.S. delegation said its investigation 
indicated that the Viet Cong shot the 
craft down. The five U.S. crewmen 
were wounded.

Government and the Viet Cong chose

—Eliminate the provision that the 
lieutenant governor preside over the 
Senate. 
—Provide a $300 million bonus to 
Ohio Vietnam War veterans.

commission said that 23 of the 26 
subregional sites have been scouted, 
and the commission hopes to begin 
putting teams in operation at the sites 
soon.

Kissinger Meets 
With Japanese 
Prime Minister 


TOKYO (AP) — Henry A. Kissinger 
has arrived for talks in which Japan’s 
part in the reconstruction of Vietnam 
and the Japanese trade surplus with 
the United States were expected to 
figure prominently. 
Within an hour of his arrival from 
Peking in a chilly rain, President 
Nixon’s national security adviser was 
meeting with FYime Minister Kakuei 
Tanaka 
and 
F’oreign 
M inister 
Masayoshi Ohira. 
Kissinger made no statement on his 
arrival, and the U.S. E)mbassy said he 
would 
have 
nothing 
to 
say 
for 
publication during his overnight visit. 
The Florida White House announced 
that Kissinger held a final five-hour 
meeting Sunday with Premier Chou 
F^ndai. The announcement said the 
talk, like the others the American 
envoy held with the Chinese leaders, 
was ‘ frank and wideranging,” but it 
gave no information on what was said. 
This brought Kissinger’s formal 
discussions with Chou, Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung and other Chinese leaders to 
a total of about 20 hours since the 
American’s arrival in Peking Thur­ 
sday. 
'rhe Japanese believe Kissinger’s 
unexpected two-hour meeting with 
Mao Saturday set the seal to an im­ 
portant diplom atic developm ent, 
possibly an agreement to establish 
some kind of mutual permanent rep­ 
resentation following withdrawal of 
American troops from Taiwan. 
No agenda for the Kissinger’s talks 
with Tanaka has been announced, and 
the visit—Kissinger’s third to J a p a n - 
had all the earmarks of something ar­ 
ranged at the last minute. 
Though Japan is regularly described 
as one of the keys to peace in Asia, 
there has been a tendency to overlook 
it during U.S. negotiations with other 
powers in Asia. It has not been invited 


to the international conference on 
Vietnam opening in Paris Feb. 26. 
But Japan is the No. I economic 
power in Asia and has expressed 
eagerness to participate in the 
economic recovery of both Vietnams. 
It is considered possible that Nixon 
will bring it into some unilateral ap­ 
proach to the problem, particularly in 
view of mounting opposition within the 
American Congress to unilateral U.S. 
aid to North Vietnam. 
Of even greater concern to Tanaka is 
what 
the 
Nixon 
administration 
proposes to do next in the monetary 
field. Fallowing the devaluation of the 
dollar and a 16 per cent upward float of 
the yen, Japanese economists are 
waiting for the other shoe to drop. 
F^xporters fear another American 
surcharge on imports. Since nothing so 
far appears to have seriously affected 
Japan's booming export trade, some 
Japanese businessmen are urging the 
governm ent 
to 
m aintain 
the 
emergency control measures invoked 
last November. The problem continues 
to be Japan's $4 billion surplus in its 
trade with the United States. 


Container Corporation Answers Pollution Complaints 


Henry Schroeder, division general 
manager, of the Container Corporation 
of America paper mill in Circleville, 
responded tcxlay to recent complaints 
about air and water conditions at the 
mill. 
He said that Container Corporation 
was vitally concerned about the en­ 
vironm ental aspects of the mill 
operation and gave assurances that 
the company was working for com­ 
pliance with all state and federal 
regulations. He acknowledged that 
there was an unasual odor problem 
during tile start-up of the secondary 
water treatm ent facility several weeks 
ago but indicated that it was a one time 
occurrence and that the situation was 
corrected with the facility operating 
properly. 
Schroeder also stated that last 
summer the company had initiated a 
program which entails analysis of the 
mill’s air emissions to determine what 
corrective action might be required. 
He indicated that there were two 
.sources of emissions into the air from 
the manufacturing process which may 
concern neighbors of the mill. One is 
the power boilers, the other, tin* 
Copeland Reactor. Both of these are 


currently being subjected to intensive 
engineering analysis by independent, 
outside consultants. The emissions 
situation is complicated by the current 
national energy crisis, he pointed out. 
Two weeks ago, a petition was 
presented 
to 
the 
city 
council 
requesting that air pollution limits be 
met by Container or that the mill bt* 
shut down. At the time, Schroeder 
indicated that he did not want to 
comment on the situation until he had 
met with the city council and had been 
given complete details about the 
complaints. “Container Corporation 
has a long history demonstrating 
proper concern about the ecology. “We 
are just as concerned about keeping 
Circleville a good place to live as any 
other citizen of the city," Schroeder 
said. 
He pointed out that much of the 
public’s understanding of this situation 
is founded upon incomplete or inac­ 
curate information. However, he did 
acknowledge that several weeks ago, 
residents of tin* area may have noticed 
an unusual odor coming from the mill 
area. He attributed this to the start-up 
of a new waste water treatment 
system. The facility consists of six 


lagooas comprising a secondary ef­ 
fluent treatment system located near 
the plant, west of the highway 23 and 
just south of tile city sewage plant. 
Schroeder exaplained that the waste 
water entering the lagoons takes about 
20 days to circulate throughout the 
system, receiving secondary treat­ 
ment, before being discharged. 
After construction was completed, 
because of the size of the plant, it 
required 20 days to fill before the plant 
eoud go into full operation. During that 
period, the water in the lagoons 
remained relatively stationary’ When 
the system reached the proper 
operating level, aerators were turned 
on. (An aerator operates much like an 
egg beater and whips oxygen into the 
water.) Under these conditions, the 
aerators released trapped gasses 
which had formed during the stable 20- 
day retention. 
Schroeder said that extra aerating 
equipment and special chemicals were 
added to the lagoons in the emergency 
to alleviate tile odor problem, but 
nothing seemed effective in speeding 
up the natural process. The lagoons 
have since reached a normal and ef­ 
fective operating condition with no 


ixior. This plant was designed with 
very stringent performance criteria 
and is currently operating very 
satisfactorily. We are monitoring the 
effectiveness of the treatment closely 
and reporting all findings to the Ohio 
State 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency. 
With regard to air em issions, 
Schroeder stated that the company has 
been dealing with two air pollution 
consulting firms to determine the 
nature of tile mill’s emissions. One 
consultant, a specialist in fuel and 
power 
plant operations is con­ 
centrating on Hie emissions from the 
power boilers. The other consultant is 
making studies to determine what 
components are present in the 
Copeland reactor emissions and how 
they may be controlled. “ Before we 
can correct any situation we first have 
to find out the exact nature of the 
problem , then we can engineer 
systems to correct it” Schroeder said. 
He estimated that 
it would take 
several m onths to com plete the 
engineering studies. 
Schroeder pointed out that not all the 
mill emissions are smoke. “Many 
people mistake the plumes of water 


vapor from the papermaking process 
for smoke.” “Actually, only the power 
plant stacks emit smoke”, he said. 
“CCA is faced with 
the same 
problem currently confronting all 
large energy consumers in the country 
— a shortage of low sulfur fuel. The 
mill has one boiler which burns low 
sulfur oil, but was recently restrictued 
by its oil suppliers in the amount of oil 
we could purchase.” “We have taken 
steps to eliminate the power boiler 
problems by converting the coil boilers 
to natural gas, but the conversion has 
been postponed by a shortage of gas,” 
he commented. 
Schroeder said that company was 
proud of it’s efforts to eliminate and 
control pollution at the mill. It has 
spent over $3 million in water pollution 
abatement alone and further ex­ 
penditures are anticipated. 
“We have operated under a water 
discharge permit from the State since 
1952, and we will continue to comply 
with the requirements of the state and 
federal government.” In a report to 
employes on the situation, Schroeder 
said, "Container Corporation has been 
diligent in developing m eans of 
compliance with the environmental 


laws in their ever broadening and 
changing 
ways. 
As 
responsible 
citizens, out part in the matter is to 
carry out job responsibilites in a way 
that recognizes the importance of 
pollution abatement in today’s world.” 
Schroeder also responded to the 
petitioning group’s concern that the 
water treatment plant built by the firm 
is of insufficient capacity. “Many in- 
plant changes have been made in the 
past year which were not reflected in 
the data the group used. Recycling of 
water in the mill has reduced our 
w ater consumption and we are 
currently working on several other 
improvements,” he said. 
The new waste water treatment 
facility of the company is of capacity 
designed to be in balance with the 
present manufacturing facilities. 
The law requires that any major 
increase in production rate maintain 
adequate treatment either through 
internal improvements or expansion of 
treatment facilities. By contrast, when 
the new municipal sewage plant is 
built it must allow for population 
growth 
and 
increased 
community 
needs which are relatively beyond 
short term municipal control.

Suspect May

SANTA CRUZ, Calif. (AP) - 
Authorities say they have not decided 
whether a former honor student 
charged in six slayings here since 
January may have been involved in 
the shooting deaths of four young men. 
The 
bodies of the 
four 
men, 
described as in their late teens or early 
20s, were found Saturday at a forest 
campsite. Each had been shot in the 
head with a small-caliber weapon, the 
sheriff’s office said. 
Discovery of the bodies brings to 13 
the number of murder victims found in 
the Santa Cruz area in the past six 
weeks. 
Herbert Mullin, 25, of nearby Felton 
has been charged in six of the deaths. 
However, Santa Cruz County Sheriff 
Douglas James said on Sunday that 
there was “nothing yet to link Mullin” 
to the other killings and there were no 
suspects ‘‘at this time.” 
One of the four youths has been 
identified as Brian Scott Card, 19. 
Officers were trying to identify 
fingerprints of the others. Autopsies 
were scheduled today to determine 
causes of death. 
The four bodies were discovered by 
Card’s brother, Jeffrey, inside a 
makeshift cabin of poles and clear 
plastic in a haveily wooded area of 
Henry Cowell Redwood State Park 
about five miles north of here near 
Felton. Undersheriff Lee Davis said 
there was no sign of struggle. 
The time ot the killings was not 
determined, but Card was last seen 
alive by his brother about a week ago, 
Davis said.

I^nd values and other 
economic restraints have proved quite 
effective in separating commercial 
and industrial real estate from single­ 
family housing. Gas stations have not 
invaded the streets in back of the 
major traffic arteries. Heavy and even 
light industries have stuck to the in­ 
dustrial parks and to the areas close to 
railroad sidings and docking facilities. 
Apartments have gone up in places 
where they should go up, close to 
central city arteries. Even the 
billboards have tended to congregate 
where they do not deface the land­ 
scape. 
In Dallas, a zoning ordinance 
provides for two districts restricted to 
office buildings. This forces the 
bunching 
of 
high-rise 
business 
edifices. 
In 
Houston, 
high-rise 
buildings can be built anywhere, but 
they tend to cluster in one large self- 
created “ district.” Government 
restrictions says Mr. Siegan, would 
have made no difference one way or 
another in Houston. The presumption 
is that they are not needed in Dallas. 
Houston and Dallas are both “single­ 
family” home towns. Mr. Siegan can 
find no discernible difference in the 
esthetics of home building or main­ 
tenance in the two Texas communities. 
But zoning in Dallas has been ac­ 
companied by higher rental costs for a 
family of four as compared with non­ 
zoned Houston. On the other hand, the 
market price for home sites in Houston 
tends to be higher than the price in 
Dallas. What the two sets of figures 
would seem to prove is that non-zoning 
offers more and better rental op­ 
portunities without any destruction of 
basic land values. 
Mr. Siegan’s conclusion is that 
zoning cuts people off from good rental 
opportunities but does nothing to 
create a more pleasing environment. 
And so, with the searing report of a 
University of Chicago Ixiw School 
iconoclast, another liberal sacred 
cow has been led to the slaughter.

Speaking Of Your Health

My husband insists that whenever he 
eats shrimp with an iodine taste he 
develops a terrible migraine. 
Of course, we have stopped buying 
the shrimp, but can other fish do the 
same thing? 
Mrs. S.J.A ., N.Y. 


Dear Mrs. A.: 
Migraine headaches are one of the 
most distressing and confusing 
complaints brought to the attention of 
the doctor. A great many miscon­ 
ceptions 
exist 
about 
migraine 
headaches, mostly because their 
description is often so vague and in­ 
conclusive. 
Vascular headaches and “ cluster” 
headaches are 
often 
used 
in­ 
terchangeably with migraine because 
so many of the symptoms resemble 
each other. It is astonishing how often 
people burdened with migraine 
recognize some of the factors that 
trigger its onset. 
There is no doubt that some foods 
and some types of alcohol may set off a 
migraine headache. A substance, 
tyramine, is found in high con­ 
centration in some cheeses, in chicken 
livers, and in herring. It is well known 
that tyramine may be a responsible 
factor. 
It is highly possible, therefore, that 
foods like shrimp may contain a 
substance that your husband is sen­ 
sitive to. It is fortunate to be able to 
find an offender so that it can be 
avoided. No everyone can pinpoint the 
basic problem as your husband has. 


I have been told that there are in­ 
jections to cure a hernia of the groin. 
Mrs. K R .,Ohio 
Dear Mr. R. 
I know of no injection technique that 
will repair a hernia or rupture of the 
groin. 
There are, of course, many different 
types of hernia. The size of the hernial 
opening may vary, and the discomfort 
produced may determine the exact 
nature of treatment. 
Far too many people are tempted to 
use trusses and other mechanical 
devices in an effort to avoid surgery. 
An operation induces great anxiety 
in many people and therefore they are 
tempted to seek nonoperative forms of 
treatment. The great danger is that 
delay can convert a simple hernia into 
a complicated one. 
You own doctor and surgeon, after 
thorough examination, can best 
evaluate the ideal treatment for your 
case. 


Do doctors deliberate make their 
handwriting illegible? I am a phar­ 
macist and sometimes it is hard even 
for me to read a prescription.

Mott, the auto industry pioneer and 
philanthropist who died Sunday at 97, 
exemplified his philosophy on work 
and opportunity. 


The son of a cider and vinegar 
manufacturer, lie helped mold General 
Motors Corp. into the world’s largest 
industrial organization and founded 
the world’s fifth largest charitable 
foundation. 


During his life he gave away more 


than $130 million and was said to have 
been worth $1 billion at one time. 


Mott, whose Flint wheel and axle 
plant was a cornerstone of General 
Motors when it was formed early in the 
century, served on the board of direc­ 
tors until his death. 


“The 
contribution 
of 
Charles 
Stewart Mott to the corporation 
spanned virtually its entire history,” 
said GM Board Chairman Bichord C. 
Gerstenberg. “ Few men deserve the 
title of pioneer more than he.” 


Despite his generosity, Mott was 
frugal in personal dealings. He bought 
his suits off the rack and drove low- 
priced GM cars. 
At his death, his Mott Foundation 
was worth about $400 million. In 1963 
lie endowed it with nearly two million 
shares of GM stock. 
Stinger 
Stick Used 
By Officers 


CIJVRK, N.J. (AP) - The “ Stinger 
Stick” is the newest weapon in the 
police arsenal here, and officials say 
they hope it will serve as a handy 
alternative 
to 
the pistol 
when 
patrolmen are faced with a dangerous 
suspect. 


Clark Police Lt. Robert F. Bartkus 
described the “ Stinger Stick” as a kind 
of low-powered shotgun that shoots 
small bags of pellets to knock a person 
down without permanently injuring 
him. He said it became standard 
equipment in patrol cars over the 
weekend. , 
Bartkus,' firearms officer for the 
Clark Police Department, said the 
“ Stinger Stick” is for use in situations 
that are dangerous, but not dangerous 
enough to warrant the use of a pistol. 


“This weapon is going to fill the void 
between general hand-to-hand combat 
and shooting a fellow where there is a 
dangerous weapon involved,” he said. 
He added that the impact of the 
gun’s projectiles is about equal to a 
heavyweight fighter’s hardest punch 
and will stun a person long enough to 
allow a policeman to make an arrest. 
“The gun fires little bags of BBs, like 
bean-bags,” Bartkus said. 
“ These 
bags unfold right into a pancake that 
hits you with a tremendous force and 
knocks you down.” 
Bartkus said the weapon looks like a 
large nightstick, only it’s a little wider 
and has a handle and trigger at the 
end. 
“ This weapon is a humane way of 
handling people,” he added, “ so the 
patrolmen are happy to receive it.

A new program which teaches eighth 
grade students the basics of the con­ 
struction industry has been adopted 
into the industrial arts program at 
Westfall. 
The voice of authority in the 
program belongs to a female teacher, 
Mrs. Janet Moyer. 
Mrs. Moyer, a first year teacher at 
Westfall, is leading 90 students, all 
boys, in exploration of The World of 
Construction, and industrial arts 
course developed jointly by Illinois 
University and the Ohio State 
University. 
The program was structured to 
allow students to have a small but 
working acquaintance in all phases of 
the construction trade. This is its first 
year to be in operation at Westfall. The 
school board and superintendent have 
supported this project and provided 
funds for supplies. 
Eighth graders spent the first half of 
this year at in-class studies, but are 
now allowed to use the knowledge they 
gathered at building projects. 
baring the proper use of hand tools, 
they are now well into the construction 
of house “modules.” 
A module is a four-foot high comer 
section of a one story house built to 
scale. Students construct the house 
frame on which they will try their hand 
at insulating, running electrical lines, 
forming air ducts of sheet metal and 
installing them, putting up drywall, 
installing floor and ceiling tile and 
plumbing fixtures.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Board of Building Standards has given 
Cincinnati 120 days to improve en­ 
forcement of fire safety requirements 
and eliminate favoritism and in­ 
competence in its building depart­ 
ment. 
If the city fails to comply, the board 
said it would take over the operation, 
including building inspection fees. 
The board was prepared to decertify 
the city immediately during a hearing 
Saturday until Cincinnati Councilman 
Thomas Luken pleaded for a proba­ 
tionary period. 
Luken promised that building fees 
would be raised to hire more in­ 
spectors, a restructuring of the staff 
would be made and that standards 
would be strictly enforced. 
The state investigation was promp­ 
ted 
by 
Cincinnatian 
Charles 
Greathouse, who said he and his wife 
were injured in a 1966 fire at a new 
apartment building because proper 
fire breaks were not installed. 
Since then, Greathouse said, he had 
inspected 63 new buildings and found 
all had violations. 
The state conducted its own partial 
investigation and cited fire hazards at 
four new high rise buildings, including 
the new 1,300-resident Sanders Hall on 
the University of Cincinnati campus.

Each boy will arrange a floor 
plan to the pattern he chooses, and, 
with the goam, construct, walls, roof, 
windows, doorways and even design 
kitchen appliances and bathroom 
fixture as time and talent allows.

In Duel With Buddy Baker 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. (AP) - It 
was the 149th victory of his career, his 
money total since 1958 had increased to 
$1,399,248 and he had just won his 
fourth Daytona 500-mile stock car 
race. 
But Richard Petty, king of the 
Southern tracks, left it to car owner 
Andy Granatelli to quaff the cham­ 
pagne, kiss the beauty queens and ham 
it up for press and photo crews. 
Petty, at 35 a brawny figure of steel 
nerves and black hair, a Fu Manchu 
mustache now crowning his piano-key 
smile, hiid done the job for which he 
had spent two weeks in Daytona Beach 
preparing. 
He had accepted a check for $34,100, 
had helped provide entertainment for 
a crowd of 103,000—a record for the 
sprawling 
Daytona 
International 
Speedway—and had taken the meas­ 
ure of strapping Buddy Baker, his 
teammate until the two split up last 
Scptctnbcr 
‘‘Hard work did the Job,” the 6-foot- 
3, 210-pounder said as he wiped grime 
and 
grease 
from 
his 
forehead. 
“Corning from behind like that shows 
that when you hang in, don’t quit and 
have faith, you can win.” 
It was hard work. In winning tile 
biggest stock car race in the country 
for the fourth time, Petty most cer­ 


tainly might have lost the prize he 
wanted so badly had it not been for the 
misfortune of Baker, a 225-pounder 
who almost certainly wept in his cock­ 
pit. 
Bilker’s Dodge had led 157 of the first 
194 laps of the 200-lap race and ap­ 
peared to have victory in his grasp 
with IOO miles to go.

H ELSIN KI (A P)

Arctic Stone Age 
village,

generations who will know 
better excavation methods,” 
Erae-Esko said. 
The site is in the peatlands 
close to the Arctic Ocean 
some 400 kilometers north of 
the Polar Circle near the town 
of Utsjoki. 
The Komsa people lived in 
the 
northernmost 
Scan­ 
dinavian peninsula some 
10.000 years ago, shortly after 
the end of the last Ice Age. 
The newly found village is 
only one among several 
others not yet discovered, 
Erae-Esko said. He urged an 
intensified methodical search 
along the Tano River as soon 
as 
possible, 
so 
that 
“ treasurers of uncalculable 
value” are not ruined by the 
planned construction of roads 
and buildings in that area. 
The sites are vulnerable, 
Erae-Esko said, because the 
habitations of the 
Komsa 
people are protected only by a 
layer of some IO centimeters 
of peat moss. In some places 
the peat has been torn away 
and exposed sites to the 
destruction of the elements, 
the scientist explained. 
Erae-Esko 
has 
been 
studying the Komsa culture 
for many years. The name 
Komsa 
originates 
from 
Komsa Mountain in Norway 
where the first remnants of 
this culture were found at the 
beginning of this century. 
Several other sites were the 
Komsa people lived have 
been found in Norway and 
Russia. 
The first word of the an­ 
cient village came to Erae- 
Esko from a priest, Rev. 
Elias Kytoemaeki, who had 
found strange quartz objects 
on the banks of the Tano 
River. He contracted ar- 
cheologists at the Finnish 
National Museum and Erae- 
Esko started his excavations.

NEW YORK (AP) - John 
Weidlich does the morning 
news each 
weekday 
at 
KPLR-TV in St. Ix>uis, Mo. 
He faces the camera, but he 
can’t see it. 
He’s been totally blind 
since birth. 
But he’s been doing a trio of 
daily three-minute reports 
since last September as the 
regular newscaster on the 
“Reed Farrell Morning Af­ 
fair,” a 24-hour talk and 
variety show. 
And he’s been working as a 
newswriter and part-time as­ 
signment editor and reporter 
at the station for more than a 
year. 
Joining a television news 
department 
in 
a major 
market isn’t easy. You’ve got 
to have experience because 
most stations simply don’t 
have the time to teach you the 
business. 
Weidlich, 26, had a double 
handicap when he started at 
KPRL-TV. One was his blind­ 
ness. The second was that he 
had 
no 
experience 
in 
television news. 
‘‘I consider myself lucky 
that our news director and 
general 
manager 
were 
willing to give me a try and 
see if it would work — which a 
lot of other people wouldn’t 
have done,” he said. 
The station’s general man­ 
ager is James Herd. The 
news director is Bill Addison, 
a friend of the Weidlich 
family. 
Weidlich, 
who 
has 
a 
master’s degree in English 
and holds a Phi Beta Kappa 
key, came to the job partly 
prepared. After college, he 
studied broadcasting at a 
private school in St. Louie. 
When Addison offered him 
a job, Weidlich grabbed it. He 


began as a newswriter, 
rewriting wire copy by 
hearing the essential facts 
from colleagues and typing it 
out in final broadcast form 
for the station’s newscasters. 
He 
also 
wrote 
in­ 
troductions, called lead-ins, 
for news film segments. He 
did it by listening to the film’s 
audio track and taking notes 
from the reporters on who 
and what the story con­ 
cerned. 
When the station manage­ 
ment put him in front of the 
cameras, he wrote his news 
script — including the lead- 
ins — in Braille, “reading” it 
with his fingertips. 
His on-air delivery, under­ 
standably amateurish at 
first, 
now 
is relatively 
smooth. But some viewers 
who didn’t realize he was 
blind were taken aback for 
another reason when he first 
appeared on television. 
‘‘I got letters for a while 
that said things like, ’Who is 
that weirdo in the dark sun­ 
glasses,” says Weidlich, who 
was writing part of the 
evening news show when 
interrupted for a phone in­ 
terview. 
‘‘But they got used to me,” 
he said. ‘‘In fact, one day I got 
a letter from a group of school 
kids. They wanted a sheet of 
the Braille paper I used in a 
newscast.”
